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Showers Sunday night and Monday gave 
area fire fighters a reprieve from the worst 
week of blazes this year. 

Twenty five fires ranging from 18 acres toa 
tenth of an acre were fought last week by 
DNR personnel. Last Wednesday, on a hot 
and hazy day, 17 fires were reported running 
firefighters ragged from 8:30 a.m. to 1:30 
a.m. the next morning. 

Many of the fires were started by national 
guards artillery firing and a ban was placed 
on certain firing later in the day. The Camp 
Grayling fire fighting crew handled several 
smaller fires during the week without assis- 
tance from the DNR. 

The largest fire was an 18-acre swamp 
fire along Jones Lake. Firefighters couldn't 
get into mucky areas to plow firelines as the 
unusual fire spread through a swamp and

Booster Club Tops 125,000 
In Donations to Community 


But the club didn’t stop with the athletics. It 
began branching out. First it began helping 
sponsoring Fourth of July fireworks display 
and kids events. Then they bought band uni- 
forms, donated funds to the drug abuse pro- 
gram in the county, purchased nursery play- 
ground equipment, contributed to the Jaws of 
Life fund drive, spent $6,000 toward a shelter 
at the Grayling City Park, and in 1978 they 
pledged $10,000 to the Grayling Mercy 
Hospital. 

The club raises money through 50-50 ticket 
drawings, bingo, membership dues, dinners, 
and jacket sales. The biggest money-maker in 
the early years was the 50-00 tickets. The 
Booster club was the first organization in the 
area to popularize the weekly tickets and they 
were selling up to 500 tickets a week through 
the constant work of many regular sellers and 
the generosity of numerous steady donators. 

In recent years, bingo revenues and dinner 
proceeds have grown as have the amounts the 
club has donated. In 1981-82 the Booster Club 
made its biggest single donation contributing 
$20,000 to help salvage the entire sports pro- 
gram for the Crawford AuSable School 
District. 

Jim Bendig remained president of the club 
for the first couple of years and then Dick

Within 10 years, Michigan 
and other Midwestern states may 
become an energy oasis in a 
nation desperately short of elect- 
ricity, according to two experts. 

America’s generating plants 
can fulfill America’s thirst for 
electricity without difficulty for 
the next five or six years, they say. 
But beyond that, increased use of 
electricity could outgrow pro- 
duction capabilities in many parts 
of the country. The result would 
be regional power shortages, ac- 
companied by large-scale unem- 
ployment. 

The good news-bad news as- 
sessment of America’s power 
future is made by two leading 
authorities on clectricity, Dr. 
Chauncey Starr and Harry 
Reinsch. Starr is vice chairman of 
the highly respected Electric 
Power — Research _ Institute. 
Reinsch is president of the 
Bechtel Power — Corporation, 
which builds electric generating 
plants worldwide. Their views 
appear in the current issue of 
“FOCUS: Views on Energy,” a 
magazine published by Con- 
sumers Power Company. 

According fo Starr and 
Reinsch, existing demand al- 
ready uses more than 90 percent 
of the nation’s total electric gen- 
erating capability. They say 
enough new plants are not being 
built to handle growth and 
replace aging facilities. Tt will be 
too late to fix the problem once 
the shortage occurs, because it 
takes many years to plan, finance 
and build a generating plant, 
Starr says. 

The power supply situation is 
a serious threat to America’s 
economy, according to Starr. He 
notes that historically, — the 
demand for electricity tracks 
economic activity. If the nation’s

economic output increases, con- 
sumption of electricity goes up. If 
there is not enough electricity to 
handle growth, a stagnant 
economy and high unemploy- 
ment result. | 

“We'll see a big shift. of 
industry,” predicts — Reinsch. 
“Many plants will pack up and 
move away from energy-short 
areas to other parts of the 
country, Even to foreign 
countries. That would mean un- 
employment. Lots of it.” 

In the midst of that bleak 
forecast, Michigan and the rest of 
the Midwest hold out hope for 
the future. 

“The Midwest has more 
abundant power, and less expen- 
sive power, than most other 
regions, says Starr. “It is cer- 
tainly better off than the Sun Belt, 
The Sun Belt relies chiefly on oil 
and natural gas for fuel, The 
Midwest gets its power princi- 
pally from coal and nuclear 
energy, which costs much less 
than oil or natural gas.” 

Reinsch agrees. “Michigan 
fits right in the heart of it,” he 
says. Several new power plants, 
including the Midland Nuclear 
Cogeneration Plant, will be com- 
pleted within the next few years. 
“Once they are completed, 
Michigan will have an ample 
‘oy of dependable, inexpen- 
$8 clectric power and will be in 
avery good supply position com- 
pared to the rest of the county,” 
he says. 

“The people of Michigan are 
really very fortunate,” Reinsch 
says.

It wag nearly a year after the American colonies had declared their independence 
when, on June 14, 1777, I was adopted as the nations banner I can tell you that no flag 
in the world has ever witnessed more phenomenal national achievement in just 205 
years than J have. 

I was 41 years old before Congress clearly defined my design, but my colors were 
the same from the very beginning - red for the blood of courageous patriots, white for 
the purity of the ideal of liberty, and blue for loyalty and justice. And believe me, my 
colors DO NOT RUN, 

Certain spectacular events have made my life especially meaningful when dawn 
broke over Fort McHenry on September 14, 1814, I was streaming majestically against 
the sky. We had just survived two days of relentless British bombardment. Francis 
Scott Key, watching off shore, was inspired to write the immortal words of the Star 
Spangled Banner. Over the years | have waved my appreciation as crowds have 
gathered for events large and smail and have stood to sing the anthem in my honor, 

The “Pledge of Allegiance” came into being during the national public schools 
400th year Columbus Day celebration in 1892, The original pledge was recited by more 
than 12,000,000 pupils in America that day. Since then I have watched the faces of un- 
told millions as they placed their hands over their hearts, raised their eyes to me, and 
renewed this pledge. Congress acted wisely in 1954 when it added the phrase “under 
God”, 

I was pleased when in 1824, Captain William Driver nicknamed me ‘Old Glory”. 
Indeed, I am glorious, for the freedom under God that I represent the world over. 
Tragically the countries are growing in number from which I have been evicted where 
freedom has given way to rule by Communist tyranny. 

I painfully witnessed the gallantries of more than one million Americans as they 
gave their lives in defer of me. You gee I am the only living veteran of all the wars in 
which my beloved nation has been involved. 

Washington clutched me with dogged determination during that desperate winter 
at Valley Forge before victory was miraculously snatched from the jaws of defeat to 
secure our liberty. 

In Gettysburg, | billowed with pride when the immortal words of a humble war- 
weary President Lincoln were spoken, ‘’...and that government of the people, by the 

; people, and for the people shall not perish from the earth.” 
| For 205 years my people have packed me away and proudly carried me to the utter- 
most corners of the earth; my stars and stripes have billowed gloriously from every 
United States ship that has ever sailed the world’s seas. I stand proud as the only 
national emblem to view the world from the moon!! 

I rejoice to be celebrating with you, my people, still another year of liberty under 
God in this the greatest nation on earth.

Legislators and various utilities 
and ehergy consumer groups will 
continue this summer to reach 
agreement on an “‘energy assuran- 
ce’ program that would help 
provide utility service to low income 
households, keep costs down for 
regular consumers and cut down on 
bad debts collected by utilities. 

Representative Alma Stallworth 
(D-Detroit), chair of the House 
Public Utilities Committee, told 
representatives of various organiza- 
tions she hoped a package could be 
approved by the end of September 
and in law before winter. 

Deliberations will center around a 
12-bill proposal, which has not yet 
been introduced, drafted by the staff 
of the Public Service Commission 
and representatives of the state’s 
three largest utilities (Consumers 
Power, Detroit Edison and Michi- 
gan Consolidated Gas). 

The package would affect welfare 
recipients, working poor people, 
long term unemployed and senior 
citizens - approximately 1.8 million 
households, 

The program should not require 
new costs to ratepayers and should 
prove a wash the first year of 
operation with greater savings in 
future years. 

The package would require direct 
payments of utility fees to utilities, 
change the current lifeline rate pro- 
gram for electric use, expand 
weatherization programs — and 
provide some incentives for low in- 
come people to cut their energy use. 

The lifeline rate changes would af- 
fect all four low-income groups. 
Currently, lifeline rates provide a 
discount to residential customers 
using Jess than a certain amount of 
electricity. 

Under the proposal, the first 360 
kilowatt hours of electricity used for 
those groups would be discounted 
by 15 percent.

Senior citizens, under the 
program, would receive an ad- 
ditional 5 percent discount on their 
first 150 metric cubic feet of natural 
gas used, plus an exemption from 
the sales tax on energy costs. 

State asks UPSCO he 
Declared Bankrupt 

The Department of Transporta- 
tion, joined with four private firms, 
has asked the federal bankruptcy 
court in Grand Rapids to reorganize 
the financially troubled Upper 
Peninsula Shipbuilding Company. 

The move is tantamount to 
declaring the corporation - which 
was to build a new tug boat and four 
barges for Great Lakes shipping - 
bankrupt. 

The action was taken, according 
to Transportation Director James 
Pitz, in an effort to ‘‘facilitate 
negotiations aimed at re-opening the 
shipyard.” 

UPSCO closed its doors last July 
2in a contract dispute with the state 
and Pitz said the state has been 
unable to work with potential in- 
vestors interested in purchasing the 
shipyard and resuming operations.

The Natural Resources Commission, at its meeting on 
December 4, 1981, under the authority of Act 165, P.A, 
1929, as amended, and Act 230, P.A. 1925, as amended, or- 
dered that for the period beginning April 1, 1982, and end- 
ing March 31, 1984, no person shall take, or attempt to 
take, any species of trout or salmon from any of the 
waters of this state except by hook and line during the 
open seasons prescribed, and within the minimum size 
limits and maximum possession limits indicated below. 


Statewide open seasons on all streams and designated 
trout lakes shall be from the last Saturday in April 
through September 30 (longer on waters designated by the 
Director for extended fishing under Act 165} on all trout 
and salmon. Statewide open seasons on ail other inland 
lakes and the Great Lakes shall be any time for all trout 
and salmon, Size limits shall be 8 inches on Lower Penin- 
sula streams, 7 inches on Upper Peninsula streams, and 10 
inches on lakes. The daily POSSESSION limit for trout 
and salmon shail be 5 fish singly or in combination but no 
more than 3 lake trout or splake, except that an additional 
5 brook or brown trout may be taken from streams from 
the last Saturday in April through September 30 only and 
no more than 2 lake trout or splake may be taken from 
Lake Michigan or its tributary streams.
